ACCOUNTANT'S OPINION. 


' MEN WHO ARE ABLE

The annual dinner of the Society of 
Incorporated Accountants and Auditors was 
held in Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, on Saturday 
night—Mr. Robert Bell, F.8.A.A., President, 
in the chair—and there was a large attend- 
ance. 

Proposing the toast ‘Prosperity to 
Ireland,’ the President said that Ireland 
was a country of which they were all justly 
proud. They placed that toast first on the 
programme, thereby conveying to the Govern- 
ments both of the Trish ha State and 
Northern Ireland their best wishes for the 
future and their assurance that, as members 
of a great society, they were at all times 
united in their desire to assist to the best of 
their ability in making Ireland a power both 
sontarelalley and financially. 

The Governments in Ireland were composed 
of men who had demonstrated to the world 
their power to govérn, and they rejoiced with 
them that peace—without which there was no 

rosperity—reigned throughout the land. 

hey congratulated them on the success which 
was attending their efforts to stimulate in- 
dustry. The commercial section of every 
ecuntry in the world was to-day fighting for 
supremacy; the agricultural community 
amongst them was urgently in need of busi- 
ness methods, whilst financial circles ‘vere 
daily becoming more and more alive to the 
necessity of sound economic bases, He was 
convinced that a country’s prosperity would 
in future depend in a large measure on 
efficient business methods, modelled on 
economic requirements, and that accountants 
should be in the forefront in bringing about 
that efficiency. 


THE BOGEY OF TAXATION. 

Taxation was a bogey which haunted man- 
kind almost from birth to the grave. While 
they all deplored the necessity for high taxa- 
tion, he thought that accountants could, and 
did, render assistance to the community by 
impressing upon their clients as an essential 
the proper assessment of their just liability ; 
for, if each individual paid his proper share, 
there would be a smaller imposition generally. 

It was a matter for congratulation that in 
the severe money market depression of recent 
days the finances of the Irish Free State had 
stood the test. The Shannon Electrical 
Scheme had now become a reality, and they 
felt that a new impetus was thereby given to 
the country’s prosperity. 

THE MINISTER FOR FINANCE. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, respond- 
ing, referred to the amount of discussion that 
they had heard about football that day, and 
said that he did not know whether they 
would not have to a greater degree in the 
future than in the past, the same friendliness 
of spirit in the economic struggles between 
countries. It was being recognised more 
clearly that nations were interdependent, an 
that the failure economically of one nation 
would be a disadvantage, rather than an ad- 
vantage, to other nations. When the Free 
State tried to capture markets they had 
nothing in the nature of enmity or animosity 
in their minds. They wished the very best 
to those with whom they might be, to some 
extent, engaged in the economic struggle. 

They had there that night a big muster of 
Northern men, and they were glad of it. 
Every sensible person in the Free State 
wished the very best good fortune to the 
people of Northern Ireland. It would be for 
the good of the whole country that old suspi- 
cions, doubts and mistrusts should die down, 
and the overwhelming majority of the people 
of the Free State had entirely lost any desire, 
if they ever had it, to interfere 
with Northern Ireland or its constituted 
authorities They recognised that the best 
contribution that they could make to the 
good of their common country was to do the 
best that they could for the part of the 
country of which they had charge. 

STATE SERVICES. 

As to high taxation, Mr. Blythe said that 
he did not think that the high taxation “evil 
was going to be overcome in any country, 
because the whole tendency throughout the 
world was to demand additional services from 
the State. It was the duty of the Govern- 
ment of any country circumstanced as this 
country was to recognise the dangers, econo- 
mically and socially, of high taxation, and 
to go as slowly as they could in the matter 
of undertaking social duties which meant 
fresh charges on the public. Whether in- 
creased taxation meant an evil depended very 
largely, if not mainly, on the public value 


which was got for the expernditire which 
necessitated that taxation. 

Mr. Blythe then referred to the coming 
issue of National Loan, which is reported on 
another page, and continuing said that as 
to the registration of accountants, if a 
scheme could be prepared ' which was ap- 
proved by those interested, and which would 
serve the public interest, as it should, they 
could take it that the Government would put 
no obstacles in the way of having that 
scheme put into effect. (Applause.) 

THE IMPORTANCE OF COSTING. 

Mr. Charles E. McGloughlin, Chairman of 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board, proposing 
the toast of “ The Society,” said that it was 
the democratic nature of the Society that 
appealed to him. He emphasised the im- 
Fun of costing, and said that he would 
ike very much to see this country’ better 
educated in costing. It was the fundamental 
thing in business. In this country 
costing was a thing that was very 
backward, and dealers and manufacturers 
attached very little importance to it. He 
felt very strongly on this matter, and 
thought that the Society should give some 
consideration to this important subject. 

Referring to agriculture, he said that 
almost every year land was going out of culti- 
vation. The chief cause of that, he thought, 
was marketing. Agriculturists were up 
against the vagaries of the market, and 
surely then. this was a matter in which 
agriculturists should . get their heads to- 
gether.

Her 
Hebridean song with the harp was hardly 
as successful either in genre or voice. 

Outstanding in the programme was a new 
song by Mr. Vincent O’Brien, “The Fairy 
Fiddler.”” Here Mr. O’Brien has followed the 
imaginative poem (Nora Hopper) with their 
quick reflection musically, but with the true 
simplicity and idiom of Irish folk-song. The 
effect is strikingly original and artistic to a 
degree. Miss Dempsey gave it ideally, the 
mystic sense largely helped by the violin 
accompaniments of Miss Terry O’Connor and 
Miss M. Delaney. At the piano Miss K. 
O’Doherty proved a reliable accompanist to 
the other songs. 

Miss Annie Fagan was unfortunate in that 
a string snapped in her harp solo “‘ Guinge

STABLE FIRE IN BELFAST.

SIX HORSES RESCUED. 


Exciting scenes followed the discovery of 
an outbreak of fire in Emerson street, Shankwl 
read, Belfast, shortly before midnight on 
Saturday. | 

The fire occurred in a stable at the rear of 
number 52, and access to the place was. difh- 
cult. Six horses and a goat were in the 
stables, and the flames and smoke maddened 
the animals. 

Constables Annett and McMullan, of the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, who were among 
the first on the scene, set about reseuing the 
horses, a work attended with considerable 
danger to themselves. They succeeded 
eventually in bringing all the horses out, 
although one of them was badly burned about 
the body. The goat was carried from the 
building apparently dead from suffocation.

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CARAVAN ACCIDENT 
AT BALBRIGGAN. 


BOY’S ATTEMPT TO SAVE 
BABY SISTER. 


—-——— 


Two children were burned to death and 
three other people were seriously injured 
when the caravan of a travelling handy- 
man named Stephen Bolingbroke was burnt 
out in Balbriggan, County Dublin, on 
Saturday night 

The victims were a boy, Edward 
Bolingbroke, aged seven years, and his 
infant sister Annie, aged six w 

Stephen Bolingbroke, aged about 40 
years, the father, and his wife, Bridget, 
and another child, Mary, aged four years, 
are in the Dublin Union Hospital suffering 
from the effects of severe burns and shock. 


| They are all in a very critical condition, 


and the woman is not expected to recover. 

It appears that the caravan, which is 
an ordinary two-wheeled cart covered with 
an improvised hood of canvas, was parked 
for the night in a laneway off the Market 
Green, Balbriggan. 

The whole family were inside at about 
eight o’clock when an oil stove, which was 
being used for cooking the supper, ex- 
ploded and set fire to the canvas hood. In 
a minute the whole caravan was ablaze. 
Blinded by the flames and smoke, the 
father and mother attempted to save the 
wy children, who, it is stated, were in 
be 


FATHER’S EFFORTS. 

The father succeeded in getting his 
wife and one child out into safety, but 
was unable to rescue the two other 
children, 

In the meantime Sergeant Walker, 
Guards Murtagh, O'Neill and Mahony 
were informed of the fire by some 
civilians and they hastened to the scene. 

Little could be done when they arrived, 
however, as the caravan was burning 
fiercely, and they were unable to get 
close to it. Bolingbroke and his wife 
and child were badly burned, and the 
Guards summoned medical attendance. 
Dr. Fullham treated the injured people 
on the spot, and found that they were so 
seriously burned that an immediate 
removal to hospital was necessary. 


A GALLANT BOY. 

Inside a quarter of an hour the caravan 
was reduced to ashes. The bodies of the 
two other children were found in the 
débris. 

The body of the boy was discovered 
lying across the body of his infant sister, 
as if he had made a vain heroic 
endeavour to shield her with his own 
body from the flames. 

The Civic Guards lifted the remains 
from the wreck and conveyed them to the 
Civic Guard barracks in Balbriggan, 
where they now lie awaiting the coroner’s 
inquest this evening. 

Sergeant Walker and Guard Mahony 
were also on the scene soon after the 
outbreak of the fire, and they aided in 
giving first aid treatment to the injured 


people.

ARMAMENTS. | 


MR. SNOWDEN’S 
' PEACE APPEAL, 
“WAR NEVER SETTLES 
ANYTHING.”

Mr. Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, appealed to the peoples of the 
world to make this neration “ the 
glorious inaugurator of the reign of 
peace,” in an address which was broadcast 
to the United States and Canada from 
the London Station yesterday. | 

““1 am sure,” he said, “it is the aim 
of the Naval Conférence to meccosy! in 
realising popular expectations an ires 
to come to an agreement which .‘il] not 
only give nations the feeling of security 
in the pacific intentions of all Govern- 
ments, but which will promise the peoples 
some relief from the crushing burden of 
the cost of armaments. The Conference, 
so far, is progressing satisfactorily, and 
its conclusions, I believe, will advance. the 
nations on the way towards universal dis- 
armament. 

“I am afraid that the magnitude of 
the burden of armaments and ‘the cost of 
wars is not sufficiently appreciated by 
those who have to bear it. Though the 
United States spends upon its armament 
budget a much smaller percentage of its 
national income than cther countries, the 
total figure is much higher than that of 
sur gy the other Great Powers of the 
world. 


INCREASED EXPENDITURE. 

** Great Britain’s armament expenditure 
last year was $575,000,000 ; in 1913 it was 
just under $400,000,000. . The average 
annual expenditure of the United States 
on armaments, including ordinary pension 
charges, in the four years before the out- 
break of the Great War, was $460,000,000. 
Pen years later it had risen to 
$879 ,000,000. 

“* Every one of the Great Powers of the 
world, except Germany, who has been com- 
pulsorily disarmed, is spending much more 
on armaments than it spent before the 
Great War. 

“This is a sad commentary on the ho 
that were entertained that an Allied 
victory would result in relieving the 
nations from the burdens of armaments. 

“The nations of Europe are spending 
annually on armaments $2, 600,000,000. 
The world expenditure on this purpose is 
$4,500,000,000, of which 60 per cent. is 
expended by European countries, about 
20 per cent. by the United States, and 20 
per cent. by the rest of the world. 


A PROVOCATION. 

“The foolish maxim, that to be pre- 
pared for war is the best policy to avert it, 
has been proved to be utterly wrong. 
Armaments are a provocation to war, and 
they are maintained and strengthened in 
the belief in the possibility, or probability, 
of war. They maintain the war-mind, and 
when international differences arise there 
is always the temptation to resort to their 
use for the enforcement of a nation’s 
demands. 

“War, it is true, never settles any- 
thing. It never increases a sense of 
security, even in the victors ; though, as a 
matter of fact, there never are victors in a 
war. 

“These truths are well proved by the 
after-results of the Great War; for, as I 
have shown, it has been followed by 
greater efforts on the part of the reputed 
victors to strengthen their war forces, ani 
to employ every scientific device to make 
the next war more cruel and devastating. 
“Great Britain spent some $50,000,000,000 
on its part in that colossal tragedy. This 
is apart from the loss of the wealth. 
producing capacity of some millions of 
men drawn for four years from useful 
employment. 

BRITAIN’S DEBT. | 

“The War has left Great Britain with 
a debt of $35,600,000,000. We have to raise 
each year from taxation a sum of 
$1,750,000,000 for the service of this debt, 
without making an appreciable impression 
on the amount of the Áebt. At the present 
rate of repayment of the debt it will take 
140 years to liquidate it.” 


EXPERTS’ COMMITTEE. 


CASE OF SPECIAL SHIPS. 


Discussion by the Committee of Experts 
of the five Powers represented at the Nava! 
Conference at St. James’s Palace on 
Saturday centred on special types of 
vessels not included in the limitation pro- 
posals, such as hospital me and sloops. 

The full Committee of the Conference 
will meet, at St. James's Palace during the 
forenoon to-dav, and at noon there will be 
a meeting of the Committee of Experts. 


AMERICAN PROPOSALS, 


NOT YET ACCEPTED BY 
BRITAIN. 


With regard to reports from Washing: 
ton, stating that the British Government 
had accepted the American naval dis- 
armament proposals, the Press Association 
understands that the proposals are still 
being examined. The matter is one which 
will have to be discussed by the American 
and British delegations, 


JAPAN’S AIMS. 
MR. WAKATSUKI'S MESSAGE 


Mr Wakatsuki, in a broadcast address 
to Japan from Dorchester Station, Dorset, 
yesterday afternoon, said tha the 
Japanese delegation were coliaborating 
with those of other Powers in accordance 
with their fundamenta] policy, on the one 
hand, to help to effect a positive naval 
reduction and establish international 
peace and harmony, and, on the other 
hand, to retain such naval strength as 
was adequate to guarantee their national 
security. They were making every effort 
to fulfil the expectatiens of their people. 
It went without saying that the Confer- 
ence, dealing as it did with the questions 
of supreme importance affecting the 
security of the nations concerned, must 
face a number of delicate and difficult 
problems, which required the most care- 
ful and patient handling. 

In view of the earnest cffort made by 
all the delegations, ond of the manifest 
desire of all people to ensure the peace 
of the world, he believed that the great 
task of naval limitation would be accom- 
plished, increasing thereby mutual good- 
will and concord among the Powers, and 
contributing materially to the advance- 
ment of the fraternity of mankind.

MOUNTED POLICE 
OVERTURNED.

PARIS, Sunday. 
This afternoon’s race meeting . at 
Vincennes was marked by disgracefi 
scenes of rioting by a huge crowd, whi¢h 
rushed wildly about the course demandin 
its money back from the Pari-Mutue 

offices. 

The mob brushed aside the foot police, 

overturned the mounted lice, and 
wrecked everything in its bail: 
_ Irate “ punters” burst into the weigh- 
ing room and into the Press stand. They 
threw chairs and tables on to the course, 
literally demolished a hut near the horses’ 
entrance, pulled up the stakes marking 
the course, threw down the iron railings 
around the paddock, and afterwards 
wrecked the weighing room. 


BUILDINGS SET ON FIRE. 

The mob pelted the course buildinzs 
with stones. Not a vestige of glass in the 
windows of the stewards’ or the owners’ 
quarters remained. 

Worst of all, some of the rougher 
elements set’ fire to three Pari-Mutuel 
buildings, which. were quickly destroyed. 
Other buildings were only saved from a 
similar fate in the nick of time. 

The riot originated in a misunderstand- 
ing over the starting of the first race. ‘en 
horses started before the signal,. but five 
remained behind. When the ten horses 
returned the starter aligned them once 
more and got them off together. 

The trouble began after the finish of the 
race while the horses were returning to 
the paddock. Shouts of “ We want our 
money back!” coming from . various 
quarters. 


COURSE LIKE A BATTLEFIELD. 

The racecourse rapidly assumed the 
appearance of a battlefield, but M. 
Chiappe, the Prefect of Police, himself, 
took charge of operations and directed the 
police reinforcements which were called 


up. 

the mob did their best to hamper the 
work of the firemen who were endeavour- 
ing to put out the fires that had been 
started, and cut the hose-pipes so that the 
firemen had’ to limit their efforts to pour- 
ing water on the ruins of the Pari-Mutuel 
buildings and to saving the neighbouring 


booths. a 
Calm was finally restored, and it is 


announced that no persons were injured in 
the disturbance. Some arrests were made. 

The races were cancelled, and will he 
held again next Friday. The money paid 
for admission was returned. 


THE MISSING 
POSTMAN. 


MINE AREA VISITED 
BY THOUSANDS. 


The Ballinasisla mine shaft, where the 
search is being made for the body of the 
missing postman, Laurence Griffin, was 
visited by thousands of people from all 
parts of the County Waterford vesterday. 

Local omnibus proprietors arranged trips 
to Ballinasisia and Tankardstown, and 
the ’buses, which ran at fréquent intervals 
from -Waterford city and other places, 
were crowded, Motor ars and horse cars | 
also had a busy day. 


SEARCH TO GO ON. 

The greater number of the people re- 
mained in the vicinity of the Ballinasisla 
shaft, where the search for the body had 
been suspended for the day. Amongst 
those who paid an early visit were Chief 
Superintendent O’Mara and Superin- 
tendent Meehan, of Waterford, and 
Captain Farrell, the Harbour Master at 
Waterford, and it is understood that con- 
sultations took place during the afternoon. 

The searching operations will be resumed 
this morning, and the Civic Guard 
authorities seem to be confident that the 
body will be found there. 

Many of the visitors to the district 
wandered through the fields, where there 
is a rerular network ‘of mine shafts, and 
tested their depth by flinging large stones 
into them and listening to the splash in 
the water far below. 


THE GLEN BOG. 

So far as could be learned yesterday, 
there is no iniention on the part of the 
authorities of searching Glen Bog, between 
Stradbally and Kilmacthomas, as they 
appear to be convinced that the body is 
in the mine shaft. 

The village of Stradbally was deserted 
during the day. With the exception of 
the Civic Guard who were on duty, there 
was nobody in the streets, and most of the 
houses remained closed. The witness, J ames 
Fitzgerald, who was produced by the State 
at the prosecution in Waterford on Friday 
last of the ten persons who are charged 
with the murder of ‘he postman, was 
conveyed by Civic Guards from Waterford 
to Stradbally Barracks on Saturday even- 
ing, and allowed to go to his home. 

When Mrs. Griffin, the wife of the 
missing man, was seen yesterday, she 
appeared to be very depressed, and has no 
doubt now that her husband is dead.

LOAN IN U.S.A. 


59 PER CENT. DISTRIBUTION 
RECOMMENDED.

NEW YORK, Sunday... 

The Receivers of the $2,538,033 
(£507,606), balance of the first . and 
second “ Irish Republic ” loans raised in 
the United States. by..sympathisers with 
the cause of Sinn Fein during the pre- 
truce struggle in Ireland, have notitied 
the State Supreme Court that they. are 
prepared to make payments on the claims 
of 131,322 bondholders. 

Since the claims are greater than the 
sum in their possesson, the Receivers 
recommend its distribution on a 59 per 
cent. basis, The amonnt remaining— 
about $400,000 (£80,000)—would be more 
than - sufficient. to meet all disputed 
claims and to cover the expenses. of 
winding-up the Receivership. 

Chief among the disputed claims is that 
of the “ Friends of Irish Freedom '' for 
$100,000 (£20,000). This claim -has been 
disallowed , by. the Receivers,, but an 
appeal may possibly be made from their 
decision.

THE SCRAPPING PROPOSALS 


With the publication of summaries of the 
American and British memoranda, the London 
Naval Conference enters upon a most aoe 
ant phase, says 7'he Times of to-day. hile 
there is no desire in any quarter to under. 
estimate the difficulties ‘of thé task to’ which 
the Conference has-set its hand, there is a 
general {iccling that progress is being made 
steadily, if slowly; towards an agreement 
which will be -acceptable. to all ‘the five 
Powers.

lished document. The most important of 
these is the proposal that the United States 
should have the right to build a ‘battleshi 
of the Rodney type—a 33,900 tons ves 
with 16in, guns—if.she consnts to scrap four 
of her older and smaller ships instead of the 
three that it would be necessary to scrap to 
get down to the Washington Treaty figure of 
fteen ships. This is a suggestion that would 
not commend itself to British nava) opinion. 

The crucial point of the proposal is, of 
course, the effect it would have on the 
gun-power of the — fiéets, By the 
Washington Treaty both Great Britain 
and ‘the United States. have agreed to 
bring the number of their capital ships: down 
to fifteen by 1936. Both parties now suggest 
that the reduction to’ fifteen should be 
brought about earlier. The Americans suggest 
that the figure should be reached in 1951.

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IRELAND’S SPLENDID 
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THE GATE CRUSH, 


MURRAY’S MARVELLOUS 
GOAL. 
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‘> By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Two features of Treland’s great win us 
Saturday will remain in my mind for 
many a day. One was my experiences 
getting into the ground at Lansdowne 
road. The other was that astonishing de- 
monstration when the final whistle went. 
L had heard a great deal about the new 
arraugements that were made by the Irish 
Rugby Union to facilitate entry to the 
ground, and to avoid scenes such as those 
which occurred at last year's Scots match. 
when the field was invaded by spectators 
before the game had started. Consequently, 
i delayed my departure from my home 
until about 2 p.m., having been assured 
that there would be no crush at Lansdowne 
road. | 

I knew better now. All went swim- 
mingly until my companion and myself 
arrived at the railway crossing at about 
2.15. to find. a dense mob of peonle 
struggling to get across. We were in the 
iniddle of the railway tracks when a train 
drew up.at the station, and the railway 
authorities, supported by the police, de. 
cided that the gates must be shut to enable 
the train to get through. What a hope! 


AT THE CROSSING. 

Three fairly burly porters tried to push 
the gates. on one side, while a. broadly- 
grinning policeman made an equally futile 
effort on the ether. Force in the circum- 
stances was utterly useless; for the space 
between the gates was packed, and we 
were squeezed so tightly already that 
nothing short of the engine itself could 
have shifted us. 

However, a Rugby crowd always is good- 
humoured ; the police were admirably tact- 
ful, and after a great deal of puffing and 
blowing, heaving and treading on one’s 
neighbour’s corns, elbowing and stumbling, 
we got through, and the gates were shut, 
But our troubles were only beginning. 


GAMEL AND EYE OF A NEEDLE. 

When I reached the portion of the wall 
through which I was intended to pass, I 
discovered three or four slits, evidently 
designed to facilitate the passage of human 
lamp-posts. In front of each there was 
an alleged queue, three or four broad, and 
as only one person could penerate the 
entry at a time there was a considerable 
pother as the several wedges attempted 
to drive themselves home. By this time the 
‘queues’ had become a solid mass of 
humanity, and. as this mass was moving, 
as it were, latitudinally, and the people 
going tó the entrances for those without 
seats were moving longitudinally, we had 
rather an amusing time. 

' I never had so many people standing on 
my toes before. Two or three yowng 
women beside me at moments seemed to be 
in danger of complete disintegration ; but 
samehow we got through in the long run— 
if anything. so slow and tedious could be 
described as a run, long or short. ~ Inside, 
I must admit. the arrangements were ex- 
cellent; but really those elongated 
apertures in the wall ought to have been 
designed for gas meters. The hunian 
gpecies was not built to the requisite scale 
to negotiate such attenuated fisstres, and, 
even after a course of “eighteen day ”’ 
diets, several Rugby enthusiasts of my 
acquaintance, including at least twe old 
internationals, would be forced to move 
crah-wise in order to enter the ground at 
all. 

A FINE CROWD. 

It. was a fine crowd once it did get 
inside: ©The game was intensely exciting, 
and ‘the enthusiasm was at a high pitch 
throughout the whole match. When Paul 
Murray dropped that goal we all let our- 
selves go completely. From my compara- 
tively safe eminence in the new stand 1 
saw one young man down below throwing 
a hat into the air with gay abandon, 
There -wonld. have. been nothing “par- 
ticularly strange about this. but for the 
fact that it was not his own hat. It was 
the property of a rather irate-looking old 
gentleman with a bald head, who for a 
moment or two looked slightly indignant ; 
but the enthusiasm of the excited vouth 
was so infectious and his dismay at his 
faux. pas. so sincere, that the victim’s 
wrath was of brief duration. 

We all went more or less mad during 
those crazy minutes. England, having 
scored already, looked like crossing the 
Irish line on several occasions. Their for- 
wards were beating ours nearly every time 
in the set scrums; they seemed to be 
faster» and: cleverer in the loose; the
